The United SUtea Agriculture De- 
partment hotly denlea that tbsra Is

He points out that 
in .New England where tbe laud Is 
extremely poor the average yield of 
wheat per acre to mueh higher than 
In tbe Wbst where tba soU U rich.

TURKS. 

AMERICANS ARE IN DAN3ER 



Massacre Oeaura at Mertina Where 
the Christians Have Missione— 
Mutinous Marines Lynch Vloa^d- 
mlral in Constantlnepta. 

Constaatlaopla.— Katerta frotf Mer 
■inn, a aaa p o r t of Aaia Minor on the 
Medltarraaaaa. Tharaday, told of a 
maaaacra of Anaaalaaa by Turks, In 
which it is faarad auuiy ware killed. 

Enraged at tha murdar of two Mos- 
lama by aa Anaaalaa aad the fact 
that tba aaaaaala waa not appre 
haadad. tha Mohaauaodan population 
of Meraina, which coasts a total of 
10.000 iahaUtaata, took tha law Into 
iu own haada aad alta^ad tha Ar 
menlaa qnartara. 

Tha Chrlatlaa communities of Mer- 
slna ara appaallng to the consuls here 
for balp. 

Two Amarlcaa missions are repre- 
aentad at Meralaa. 

Tba tronhia at Marslna la in no way 
eonnaotad with tha political up- 
hearal at Constantinople of the last 
two days. It Inyolvea a recrudescence 
of the Armenian question, which Is 
religious and racial, and has nothing 
to do with the internal policies of 
Turkey. 

Merstna is 36 miles by rail south- 
eaat of the city of Adana. It counts 
6,000 Mohammedans and some 3,500 
Christians. It has a station of the 
synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church in North America and an out- 
station of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions. The 
record of 1907 shows that Rev. C A 
Dodds. Kev R. J. Dodda and Miss 
Evadna M. Sterrett were stationed at 
Merslna. 

The third day of the revolutionary 
movement in this city was marked by 
some disorders, the most serious of 
which waa a demonstration by ma- 
rines, who objected to the new min- 
ister of marine, Vice-Admiral Adjie- 
mln Paaba. The marines gathered in 
force Thursday and seized and oon- 
veyed to the palace Arif Bey. com- 
mander of the battleship Assar-I-Tew- 
flk, a member of the Committee on 
Union and Progress, who ordered the 
guns of his ship trained on tbe TUdls 
Kiosk when the rising was at its 
height, with the Intention of support- 
ing the committee. 

Arrived at tbe YUdta Kiosk tbe men 
lynched Arif Bey, notwtthatandtng tbe 
efforta of tbe palace guard to save 
him. Although public conBdanee is by 
no means restored by the formation of 
tbe new cabinet, an excellent impres- 
sion has been produced by the appoint- 
ment of Nazim Paaba as commander 
of the First Army corps, and this has 
been strengthened by the nomination 
of Memduh Pasha, another able 
Adrianople officer, to command the 
First division at Constantinople. Ed- 
hem Pasha, the new minister of war. 
and Nazim I'asba made the round of 
the barracks in the city and exhorted 
tbe soldiers to obey their ofhcers. 
They were well received and cheered.

Washington. April 19.— At the prqpar 
tliiie a motion will be made to recom- 
mit !h^ Aldrlch tariff bill to Ihe senate 
flnance coinmlltee with Instructions 
to reduce Ihe duties on certain n'-rea 
sarles of life. This motion will come 
from Republican Insurgent senators. 

Stnator EUhu Root of New Vork Is 
expected to make tbe nioilon. or at 
least to aid materially In the effort to 
have the bill recoinnill t e<l He does 
not like 'he bill and Is making his ob- 
jections to I"' known In fori iMe terms. 

The tariff debate In ihe senate will 
Ugla Monday Immediately af'er close 
of routine business. Senator Aldrlch 
will open the proceedings wllh a gen- 
eral statenien' in support of the bill, 
and will he fnili)wi.(l by Senator Dan- 
iel, senior Demorra'kc member, who 
will outline the Democratic position. 

Senator Aldrlch will go into detailed 
asplanatlon 'of tbe various changes 
made by the committee, and. It Is un- 
derstood, will undertake to show that 
the bill as reported will be a strong 
revenue producer. Senato*- Daniel and 
other Democrats will take the oppo- 
site view. They declare the weakness 
of the Paync-Aldrlch bill Is found In 
the fact that It will not insure sufll- 
dent Income to permit governmental 
bualneea ta proceed without addition 
of other teatarea whlcb will put awney 
into tba aatloaal traaaury. floaM Ro> 
pubUeaa leaataW: ara la aympathy 
witb tUs Tlaw. 
Dama t r ati a atora wUl arse aa 
tax aa tha auiit rattaaal and 
pralMe maaaa at laeraiaiBg the 
raeelpU. All of then will aapport an 
income tax provlaloa aad aevaral atren. 
nottsly will urge a tax oa aU dealings 
in fnturea.

greater economy snd Improved busl- 
aeaa conditions, which all are predict- 
ing, tbe bill win insure sufllclent rev- 
en tto to meet tba deauada of taa cs^ 
ernment.

Immediately after the 
dose of the Aldrlch and Daniel 
speeches the reading of Ihe bill will 
proceed wllh a view to considering 
amendments. If senators desire to 
make sot speeches, even on tbe gen- 
eral subject of the tariff, they will be 
permitted ^n connection wliii consid- 
eration of dlffi-rent schedules.

Injurious Effects of Excessive DrIall 
Ing en the Brain, Nerves, Heart, 
had Otiier Organs ef Syatam. 

The widely varied injuries on the 
huuian system that are Inllicteil on 
till human body are shown in a seiles 
of articles by Dr. Henry Smith Wil- 
liams, contrtbuied to .MrClures Mag- 
azine. In the tlist. entitled Alcohol 
and the Indivliiual. " Dr. Willlama 
shows that the tissues of the brain, 
the nerves, the heart and bloml ves- 
sels, Ihe stomach a.iil Intestinal tract, 
the lymphatic system, the kiilneya, 
and the liver, ma> e:ich and all be- 
come diseaseil by the habitual drink- 
ing of even small quantities of alco- 
hol He notes also that these ronse- 
ijuences are not ronftned to the drink- 
er, but arp passed on to his ilescaad 
ants of successive generations. 

All this, lir Williams tells us, may 
be comiiared to the eroding effett of 
a flowing stream, which has its great- 
est action on the pail of its banks 
that ia least resistant. So nirobol cir- 
culating in the blood, tends to aftarlc 
whatever organ or tissue may be 
weakest and most susceptible Dr. 
Williams agrees with itiose who tend 
to class alcohol as a poison, and die- 
cards "the pentldous theory " that It 
"gives any persistent Increase of mus- 
cular power. " He thinks that alcohol 
abould be classed "with tbe more or 
laaa daagerona stimulants and aar- 
cotica, sncb aa hasheesh, tobacco, etc.. 
rather than wltbtruly aaatalnlns foad- 
atulfs." 

Ia its action oa tha brain, ha aoaa 
on to aay, alcohol la aa, lablbltor ttd 
disturber of mental activity, not a pro- 
moter of it. This he regards as defl- 
nltely proven by the experiments of 
the chief German investigators. Ita 
effect la cumulative, ao that the drink- 
er of a aingle bottle of wine dally "Is 
ia reality aever actually sober." Wine 
caaaea a kma of at leaat ten per cent, 
ta wniblag afllelency. It is not only 
ilaelf a pabioa. bat alda tbe aotloa of 
other polaoaa, aaab aa thaaa at ooata^ 
gion. 

In his second artkle, Dr. Smith 
takes up the relatftma of alcohol and 
the community. Alcohol, as noted 
above, attacks the weakest point, the 
brain-cells which are the most deli- 
cate and unatable of all organic tia- 
sues, the brain — the organ of mind — 
is the organ wboae tlsauea ara moat 
susceptible. "So." aaya tbe writer, 
"when tbe dlaseeHng-knife reveala. 
poat mortem, a bob-nail liver or aa al- 
coholic kl4ncy> atomncli, or heart, tt 
will almoat tavarlably reveal alao a 
shrunken aad 'watery* alooboUc brala.
